Imw- 
eier. was resented li.v the horse owners, who have 
lakeii e.yeeption to the governor s elVorls to siipiiress 
bi itina on tlie race tracks of tlie slate. .Vs a eon 
N’ nm iiee the.v refinseil to start their Imrsi-s while the 
e.yeeittive was on tlio Krounds. 

”Th<" ’strike’ of the liorse owners created an itn- 
bi eeedented sittiation and (Taiised tlie nianac:emeiit 
o| tile fair marked embarr.'issmeiit. Wlien the con- 
ditions lieeauK' known a -eiisaiion was erealiil 
anion;; the tlionsaiids of siieetalors on the "rounds, 
and eiinsideralile pressure was put upon Ilie IrottiiiK 
men tp eliatme their attitude and run oft' the raves

"In tills the fair otlieials liaik the lead, iircint' 
their eases slronirl.v upon, the reealeitraiit owners 
iMid iHiiiitink^ out the awkwardness of tlie siliiatiou 
laiised li.y the balk in the nroc:raiii. 'I’heir ell’orts 
Wert' friiitli’ss. however, tlie owners reinaininsT oh- 
diirate. and for an hour and a half they refnsial to 
biid;;o from their laisiiion. 

"'riie.v oiKiily deelarial that Covernor Hughes had 
atitauoilized their intm-esis and that they pnitiosed 
to retaliate by ri-fiisin;; to take their liorses out on 
tile track while he was present.

GREAT CHANGES IN ENGLISH RACING. 

There has been a great change In tbe character 
of English racing in the last fifty years. Away 
hack in 178.3 there were held in the United King- 
dom ninety-nine race meetings. Of these fifty-eight 
liave been entirely abandoned. In 1845 there were 
1.38 meetings held, of which eighty-two are now 
abandoned. 

.At the present time, sa.vs Baill.v’s Magazine, we 
Iiave ninety-two flat race meetings, that is. those 
lield exclusively under Jockey Club rules, aud 155 
steepleidiase meetings, under the rules of tlie Xa- 
tioiial Hunt ConimiHee. 

The immense increase of .steeplechase meetings 
and the aliandonment of many old-fashioned flat 
raeing moelings. which often combined jumping 
races, is aeeoniited for in a great measure by Hie 
rule Hiat 110 meeting should he i)eriiiltted that did 
not give $l,.5ui5 .a day in prizes and tliat no flat 
laee should In* of less value than $.500 to the winner. 

'fills rule has lieen the death blow to eoiiniry 
meetings of Hie old st.vle. and they have In a great 
measure been replaced b.r hunt steepleehase nie<*t- 
iiigs, so that now we find that the arenas for steeiile- 
ehasing ami hurdle racing far outnumber thiise of 
flat racing and that many of our finest agrliuiltural 
and old sporting counties have not a single flat race 
inwtiiig held in them, while in others there are only 
one or two of them. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Racing in South Africa has for some years been 
under a cloud, for it gained unenviable notoriety 
for shady running, hut matters in this respect have 
of late improved. 

U. F. Clay, nephew of Colonel E. F. Clay, owner 
of Rnnnyinede Stud, and member of the State Rac- 
ing Commission, now in New York, was accidentally 
sho( and Instantly killed near Paris, Kv., last 'i'nes- 
ciay aftermxui. 

The starting gate was first regularly Intrcxluced 
in England at the Lincoln spring meeting In liXX). 
lieing then confined to two-year-old races only. In 
11X11 it was extendeil to three-year-olds, and In the 
following .year to horses of all ages. 

Hermit, which won tlie English Derb.y of 18(57. 
will alwa.vs b<* regarded as the most sensational 
winner of tlie cla.sslc event, mainl.y h.v reason of the 
fact that the late Marquis of Hastings lost over 
$.500.(XK) through tbe defeat of Vauban in the race.
